ity saving his life. 
Fireman Brooks 


was brought to Sparks last night and 
an inquest will be held over the re- 
mains liere. 
Elmore .is now in care 


of Dr. Jackman at Wadsworth and 
will be brought to his home in this 
city Inter. 
No one else was injured. 
Extra 1767 had stopped at Gilpln 


to take water and was followed at 
the usual distance 
by 
extra 3006. 
Owing to the fact that the Wadsworth 
local was occupying one of the sidings 
and that 1767 was on a curve it could 
not be plainly discerned from tha 
engine of 3006. 
For this reason En- 


gineer Elmore was unable to stop his 
train in time to avoid a collision.

Nearby villages were occupied,

Hongju thoroughly 
invested 
before 


the attack of the 
city 
commenced 
with a bombardment, tho insurgents 
replying with a rifle

from the 


walls. At first it was thought best to 
blow up the gates at night xvith dy- 
namite and rush the city, but as this 
would result in peaceable clti/ens be- 
ing killed it was decided to blow up 
the gates on the following morning 
after the investment began. Two gates 
were blown up and the Japanese in- 
fantry rushed the city with shouts "of 
"banzai." 


Roue!* Arc Defeated 


• The defeat of the rebels was com- 
plete. 
A number escaped and made 


their way south to join the rebel force 
which was much stronger at Kang 
Kyong, where the Japanese settlement 
had been looted and a number 
of 
Japanese killed. 
The rebellion was 
widespread; affecting several provinces 
and sporadic outbreaks were reported 
both north and south.. 
On . the Yalu the Japanese timber 
companies.,had been attacked 
and 


driven away, by-Koreans ,wlth

and the rafts'that were being floated 
down the Antung for the military wx?re 
destroyed-.

At Slnchow. in Lyongsangdo, six

To begin ivith, they would learn that it is far 


easier to mcne a considerable body of settlers, 
and establish them in a new country, that it is to 
accomplish similar results by interesting indi- 
vidual families having no relation to a general 
scheme of colonization. They would learn that 
the small irrigated farm is a better proposition 
for the average familv than a quarter-section, or 
even half a section 
They would learn that the 


social advantages arising from close settlement on 
small areas, not to mention the greater advan- 
tages growing out of the grouping of farmers an 
a central village, after the Utah method, over- 
comes much of the prejudice against country life 
in new regions. The\ would leam that co-opera- 
tion in the purchase of supplies and sale of prod- 
ucts, as well as in banking and insurance, is a 
very great contribution to the prosperity and hap- 
piness of those who are struggling for a foothold 
in a new land. 


It is common to say that these great features 


of the Utah's)stem, as Br.gham Young estab- 
lished it sixty years ago in Salt Lake Valley, and 
subsequently in many other places throughout 
the mtermountain region, were made possible 
solely by the cohesion, the solidarity, which went 
with the Mormon Church. There is no doubt 
that this is the popular idea, but it is wrong. 


The Mormon industrial system is not the 


product of the church, but the church is the prod- 
uct of the industrial system. The church could 
die, and the material prosperity arising from 
irrigated agriculture and organized co-operation 
would still flourish. But if the material prosper- 
ity were stricken down, the church would inev- 
itably perish. 
Bngham Young understood the 


art of taking poor men into a new country and 
making them prosperous, and it is little wonder^ 


that he thereby cemented a powerful community 
and established his religious institutions on a 
sound footing. 


Next after the Salt Lake settlement, both' in 


point of time and of importance, can^e the Oree- 
ley Colony of Colorado. It was established in 
1870 without arty of the religious enthusiasm of 
the Mormons, but it adopted much the same in- 
dustrial progrann with equally successful results. 
The Colorado settlement had, indeed, the inspir- 
ation of a great name and the influence of the 
New York Tribune when at the Height of its 
power, but these considerations sufficed only to 
give it a start. It had to work out its own sal- 
vation in the grim school of experience. 


Greeley was another example of organized col- 


onization. Its birthplace was Cooper Union Insti- 
tute in New York City and it represented a very 
deliberate attempt to create the best possible con- 
ditions of social and economic life in the wilder- 
ness. Thousands of acres of land were bought at 
wholesale from a common fund so'that no one 
could speculate at the expense of the settlers. 
There was no thought of anything except indi- 
vidual holdings, so far as farms were concerned, 
but it was obvious to Greeley and .his friends 
that th'ey could tniy land much cheaper in co- 
operation than they'could do if(each man acted 
for himself. This wasva good stroke of business, 
saving thousands o£ dollars which would other- 
wise have gone to some private promoter. Farms 
were comparatively small and were generally de- 
voted to diversified production, after the Utah 
fashion. 


The colony retained the ownership of the 


townsite, so that the profits arising from their 
presence and improvements went into its own 
treasury. Homes were grouped as far as prac- 
ticable in and near the town and important social 
advantages realized in consequence. 
One of

Utah experience—the lesson of organized effort 
in colonization. Anaheim is known as the moth- 
erjcoiony^ancT''Anaheim was established by Ger- 
man mechanics and tradesmen of San Francisco, 
Wost or whom were men of quite small means. 
They bought their land in common, built their 
canal and developed their townsite in co-opera- 
tion, and established successful homes on little 
irrigated 
farms, owned individually. 
There 


could have been no Anaheim at that time, at least, 
if there had not been an organized 'effort on the 
part of man) seeking to accomplish what lay far 
beyond the reach of struggling individuals. 


Riverside, the first of the orange colonies, is 


a far better example. 
It started with higher 


ideals, attracted' a somewhat different class of set- 
tlers, and was magnificently successful. But as 
in every other'case of realty triumphant colon- 
ization' on arid land, it was an organized effort, 
with able leaders and faithful followers 
Later 


experience in Southern California demonstrated 
that the organizing brain migfht be that of an in- 
dividual proprietor seeking to develop, subdi- 
vide, and sell his property, but even in such cases 
the development of the land was planned upon a 
large scale, executed with careful regard to some 
general scheme, and settlers were enlisted and 
moved in considerable bodies. 


It is true that much of the West has been 


settled in haphazard way by families who acted 
without anv relation to each other and who could 
consequently have no comprehensive plan for 
working out a common propspenty, with high 
social advantages 
But it is also true that local- 


ities settled in that wa> are not those which have 
made the reputation of the West, nor those whose 
success is reflected in high real estate values. As 
in the past, so in the future, the localities which 
will make the most powerful appeal to the most 
desirable elements of citizenship will be those 
localities for which some organization, public or 
private, social or religious, has made the wisest 
plans in advance of settlement and created the 
most attractive condition of life. 


I believe Nevada has a phenomenal oppor- 


tunity to organize settlements on and lands re- 
claimed by the movement which shall surpass 
the noblest examples of colonization in the his- 
tory of the West. In the process of doing so, 
Nevada will not only gain thousands of valuable 
citizens and enhance the prospentv of its present 
inhabitants, but it will completely answer its de- 
famers and reverse for all time an erroneous but 
widespread popular impression of its worthless- 
ness. In another article I shall try to suggest 
some practical methods to this end.
